Solar flux readings were at 209 on the 21st, but have been in a downward slide since 
then, ending at 138 yesterday. The sunspot count was down to 76 on the 28th. The solar 
flux and sunspot numbers are down because some significant sunspot groups have 
rotated off the earth-facing side of the sun. Geomagnetic conditions are calm, with a 
weekly high K-index of 4.3 on January 21st, and a reading of 3.3 on the 28th. 


After the three X-class flares between January 6th and 10th, we had seen frequent M- 
class flares, but that has now subsided. There is only a 1% probability of X-flares in the 
next 48 hours with few active sunspot regions facing Earth. 


Propagation conditions remain quite good, with good DX on 10 and 15 meters and other 
bands as well. 


NOAA's predicted solar flux is 145 on January 29th-30th, 140 on January 31st through 
February ist, then 145, 150 and a big jump to 185 on February 2nd-4th, and finally 190 
on February 5th.
